DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Species 1 5 in the reply filed on 12/26/2006 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 28 species are not independent and 
distinct or do not have different utilities and functions (see page 2 of the applicant's response). 
This statement is taken as an evidence on record that the species are obvious variants which are 
not independent and distinct. The restriction requirement is thus withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 4-11, 14-21, 26, 29, 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The claims recite a "vaporizer" but the specification does not reasonably 
describe what constitutes such vaporizer. A vaporizer can be many different things which allow 
for liquid to vaporize. Such can include a simple liquid holder as cup or dish, heaters for heating 
or vaporizing a liquid contained in a liquid holder, or a slow diffuser which simply exposes 
liquid into an open air. Since the scope of the vaporizer is not clearly ascertained, the claims are 
rejected. The applicant discloses that the loose granular material forms a vaporizer, but it is not 
clear if the loose granular materials (disclosed to include grains, beans, seeds, grasses, barks, 
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rice, sand, stone, salts and other minerals) themselves are considered as the vaporizer or that such 
granular materials are a part of a vaporizer, i.e., a vaporize such as a liquid holder further 
including the loose granular materials. For purposes of examining, the loose granular materials 
themselves are considered as a vaporizer as recited in claim 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fukuoka (US 
4,033,054). 

Fukuoka shows the apparatus claimed including a clothing item including a shoe insole 
having a plurality of acupressure nodules with a plurality of magnets. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1, 4-11, 14-21, 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fukuoka (US 4,033,954). 

Fukuoka shows the apparatus claimed including a plurality of therapeutic devices but 
does not show the recited elements, among other, the vaporizer, a massage unit, and frequency 
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generating means. But the disclosed species having such elements are deemed as being obvious 
variants as that of Fukuoka's apparatus as evidenced on the applicant's admission that such 
species are not independent and distinct.
